Most hotel associations hi major 
cities said they were ralsUig their 
rates IB per cent, but there were 
reports of "gouglnB" by some owners 
who apparently were "testing" tho 
new, free market 

Controls Kemoved

Mississippi's Crest

ST. LOUIS, July 2 (U.R)— -The Mississippi river stood today 
for nearly 12 hours at lis highest mark here in 103 years as 
army engineers, fighting a losing battle against the stream, 
moved their forces south in the hope of saving two Missouri 
towns. The river rose to 40.3 feet at 1 a.in. here and at noon 
the weather bureau said it was fluctuating slightly, indicat- 
ing it would begin to fall soon. 

The near record flood has overflowed some 375,000 acres 
of land. And 8,600 persons are homeless upstream from 
Cairo, 11!., to St; Louis.

Supply Scarcity 
Boosting Prices 
For Crude Oils 

prrrSBUROH, July a Mt-ICeen 
competition for scarce suppllM ol 
oU today brought rapld-Ilre price 
changed In Pennsylvania grade crude 
oil produced In southwestern Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia and Ohio. 

Close on the heels of a IB cents 
ft barrel price hike on four grades 
anounced by the Waveriy Oil Works 
company, the South Penn Oil com- 
pany Jumped Its price on three of 
thi grades 30 cents per banel. 

Waveriy in turn announced an ad- 
ditional 10 cents boost to meet South 
Penn'a as cent figure. 

Tlie Increases raise the prices paid 
by the oompanloa for oil to |4M per 
barrel for southwest and Eureka 
grades, Pennsylvania grade crude, 
and HOB for Buckeye grade. 

Spokesmen for both companlee 
attributed the mounting oil prices to 
scarcity of supply.

Meanwhile, the town of Orand 
Tower, 111., (pop. 1,000), already 
Isolated by the crumbling of levees, 
w»a threatened by water that rose 
two feet In a single hour. The en- 
gineers moved 100 men and their 
equipment out of the town, south 
of Chester, III., and the coast guard 
said It had t>eyun to evacuate all 
residents. 

The muddy water wu running 
three feet deep over the main street 
ot Gorham, 111., and all the towns- 
people had fled. 

Islanders Defy River 

On Kaskaakla Island, near Chester, 
a hardy band of 100 men, women 
and children, were standing behind 
a levee that runs completely around 
the Island, daring the river to do Its 
worst. 

The Kaakaskla levee was decrlbed 
aa crlUcal, but the coast guard said 
It had received no requests for 
evacuation of the Islanders. 

St. Mary's, Mo., across a small 
channel from KaskaskJa, was com- 
pletely out off from communications 
except by boat, but the town Itself, 
on a bluff, waa not In danger, 
Women, Children Help 

At Hartford, 111., a few milts up- 
river from St. Louis, women and 
children pitched In to help save a 
"home made" dike from being over- 
topped by the water that was al- 
ready one foot above the level of 
their town. 

The weather bureau said the river 
would begin to fall at St. Louis late 
today. The 40J sUge wu the hlili- 
est recorded sinoe the great flood of 
IB44.

Solo Disc 
Reported 
At Malta 

Magic Valley can*t jay claim 
to be the first area In which 
the "flying discs" were re- 
ported, but it does lay claim to 
two new versions in describ- 
ing the mysterious "flying" 
objects. 

First reports that the "flying 
discs" are semi -circular— not cir- 
cular— came from Olenn Brado, 
forest ranger at Ketchum, and Mrs.' 
J. r. Meuser, Twin Falls, chipped 
in that they also fly solo— not in 
a "V" formation as previously re- 
ported throughout the country, 
"Bail of Fire" 

Mrs. Meuser said she and her 
husband were driving near Malta 
In their car about 6 p. m. Monday 
when they noticed -» big ball of 
fire" In the sky: She descrived the 
"flying saucer" as about the site 
If the moon "only u was much 
brighter and shone brightly." 

Mrs. Meuser said the flying object 
WBS traveUng about northwest and 
that It was visible for several min- 
utes. She said it seemed to be nylng 
quite high and It was "passing us 
faster than any airplane." 

Only One Saocer 

She emphasized there was only 
one of the "flying saucers" In con- 
trast to previous reports of eight to 
ten In formation. Mrs. Meuser sold 
she and her husband were return- 
ing from a trip and that they had 
read nothing about the "flying discs" 
until they noticed the lone one Mon- 
day night. 

Brado said his assistant ranger, 
Hunter Nelson, described the mys- 
tery craft as scml-clrcular with the 
circular portion ahead. The "flying 
half-saucers" left a vapor trail re- 
sembhig cobwebs. Nelson said they 
appeared white and shiny. 

Nelson, In company with Walter 
Nicholson, Twin Palls, was marking 
timber at about 4 pjn. Monday on 
a ndge between soutli Cherry 
creek and Spring creek, at the head 
of Wood river, about 20 miles north 
ot Sun Valley. 



'Saucer' Also 
|n£alj£pi3iia^^ 
Pilot Relates 

PORTLAND, Ore., July 3 VFi — 
The report of a long- time wesr 
coast pilot waa added to the grow- 
ing accounts ot "flying sttncen" 
over the west. 

Richard Rankin, veteran of -more 
than 7.000 hours In the air, said he 
saw the much-debated mystery disks 
high over Bakerstleld, Oollf., and 
going "maybee 300 or 400 miles an 
hour." 

There were 10 In formation flying 
north, he told a reporter, but when 
"they returned on tlie reverse 
course, headed south, there were 
only seven . . , 

"Almost Boond'* 

"I couldn't moke out the number 
or location of their propellers and 
couldn't distinguish .iny wings or 
tall. They appeared almost round," 
he said. 

Ranking said he saw them June 
33, but heaiuted to describe what 
lie saw until he noted others wi^ra 
reporting the Mune thing. 

At tlrst, he continued, he assumed 
he had seen the XFBD-1, the experi- 
mental navy "flying flapjack." The 
navy since has announced it has 
only one XFBU-I. and It has not 
left Connecticut. 

More New Beports 

New reports meanwhile cnme In 
from three Oregon cities, Antorls, 
Madras and Portland. Tlin Port- 
landers making ttie report. Mr. and 
Mrs. Herbert Balllet, laid they dli- 
belleved itorlcs about the "saucers" 
until they saw at least 10 o( tliem 
winging noiselessly higl over the 
Columbia river yesterday. 

Still another auch account came 
from (our states away. At Albuquer- 
que, N, M„ Max Hood, Chamber of 
Commerce executive, told ot noding 
"a dlic-like bluish object toUowIng 
a slg-xag path In the northwestern 
sky" only last night. It disappeared 
In about halt a minute, he said.

Senate Approves 
Budgets for Two 
Federal Bureaus 

WASHINGTON. July 3 (;p)— The 
senate posed and sent to the White 
House today a bill appropriating 
11,674,158,630 tor the labor depart- 
ment and the federal securlt; agen- 
cy for the 1M8 fiscal year which be- 
gan July 1. 

Senate passage came on adoption 
by voice vote of a compromise ver- 
sion which the house passed shortly 
before. The measure Is the second 
of 13 ma)or money bills adopted for 
le new fiscal year. 
The toUl In the bill Is approxi- 
mately 1105,45.000 under President 
Truman's budget estimates and 
110,000.000 less than the house orig- 
inally had voted. 

The measure had been In deod- 
lock hi conference between the sen- 
ate and house over a house stipula- 
tion that no funds be appropriated 
for the conciliation service, the ef- 
fect ot which called for ousting ot 
Director Edgar L. Warren and some 
ot his top aides. 

Warren resigned yesterday and 
the conciliation service waa drop- 
ped from the bill In the compromise 
version. Under the new Taft-Hart- 
ley labor union control bill the 
agency will go out of extension any- 
way after Aug. 31.

Pocatello Lawyer 
Lashes Proposed 
Oiange in Courts 

POCA'raXO, July 3 (flV-AUred 
O. Cordon. Pocatello attorney, said 
here today that "certain proposals'* 
to reorganise and unity Idaho's Judi- 
cial system sunested at the aimual 
meeting of the Idaho Bar aasocia- 
Uon would "put our courts and Ju- 
dlclal districts- back where they were 
nearly a generation ago." 

The sweeping reorganization plan 
offered by Marahall Chapman, Twin 
FUls attorney, st the association 
convention would reduce the num- 
ber of supreme court Justices from 
five to three. Judicial districts from 
II to four and the number of district 
Judges from 18 to B. 

"The Twin Falls attorney entirely 
overlooked expanded population and 
wealth," Cordon asserted. "His plan 
does not take into account that the 
state Is on the threshold of new 
expansion and prosperity from Irrl 
gatlon and reclamation projects and 
new Industrial enterprises." 
- Cordon claimed the plan would 
centratlie much of the Judicial busi- 
ness and litigation In a half dozen 
larger cities which "would perhaps 
please the large corporate interests 
but would force rural town <knd 
county resldehts to bear the expense 
of travel to cities . . . and take ttme 
away Irotn their work to tranaact 
their legal business,

For 60 years this company has never had 
a strike nor lost a single hour In a labor dis- 
pute. Production per man has Increased ap- 
proiimately seven times. Take-home annual 
wages have Increased over four times— an 
> average of $5,000 a yeart Dividends have In- 
i creased throe times. Number of people em- 
\ ployed Increased lour times. Prices have been 
W reduced more than 60 per cent, and con- 
i tlnuoua dividends have been paid to stock- 

-fc holders for 2B years. 

I And how has his company established this 
jf unusual record? Through what' is known as 
r the "Lincoln Incentive System." It encour- 
I ages all employes to produce to the limit of 
their ability and pays them accordingly. The 
*yatem includes piecework payment, advanc- 
ing men on merit, bonuses for results, retire- 
nieht pensions, with the result that everyone 
lAares In the company's prosperity — the 
workers, the customers and the stockholders. 

It is with this system that Mr. Lincoln 
challenges the present trend toward higher 
scales, shorter hours and less production per

"If we can, with the unwilling, entire lack 
of cooperation of the Individual, progress as 
far as we have, how much farther could we 
go if we added to that the desire, the drive, 
and the determination on the part of the 
individual to cooperate, thus enabling him 
to develop those latent capabilities given to 
him by his Maker?" 

Mr. Lincoln explains that his great plant 
li 'not organized for the reason that his 
woricers have no need for a union. They 
know they will be paid In direct proportion 
to their accomplishments, with no limits 
whatsoever on their production. In effect, 
they become a part of management itseli, 
sharing proportionately in the company's 
[ earnings. 

Instead of collective barialnlng which Mr. 
I. Lincoln tarma 'civil war,' he has substituted 
, collective Intelligence. Instead of scheming 
, to put each other at a disadvantage, the em- 
r ploy^ and management work in clcsest har- 
mony. Instead of stalling, the Individual om- 
' ploye finds it to his personal advantage to 
; produce in full keeping with his ability. 

As the Ohio State University Monthly hns 
put It: "There is nothing In his plan that 
k^^Is for a atrong-arm government to team 
^Kp with fat, tyrannical labor leaders to find 
^waya for coddled workers to featherbed their 
f way to ease and prosperity. At the same time, 
It gives short shrift to greedy capltallsl.'i who 
think only in terms of their own profits, of 
speed-up, and exploitation of their workers."

PLEDGED— "I'll do It only on one condlUon." replied 
the speaker. '"You Democrats have got lo prove to me 
that any veto will be overridden in both the houae and 
the icnate. I know that we can override a modllled 
bill In this chamber. But I have got to have your 
pledged word that there are enough Democratic 
senators to stand with us In any showdown." 

It was after this sharp message reached the senate 
wing of the capltql that three Influential Democrats- 
Sen. Walter F. George. Oa.. Harry Byrd, Va., and 
Edwin C. Johnson.

This explanation does not hold up for the reason 
that Mr. Jones's successor. Rep. Ben Franklin Jinsen. 
la., has sided with the Ohiosn in all clashes with the 
White House. 

Others maintain that Sam Rayburn wanted Mr. 
Wakefield's scalp because the Calitornlan had denied 
a Houston radio license to the Texan's nephew, Robert 
T. Bartley. The tacts are that, after a public hearing 
and an examiner's adverse report, the FGO voted four- 
to>one against Mr. Bartley's application. Lone Com- 
missioner Wakefield could not have blocked Issuance 
of Uic license to Mr. Raybum's nephew. 

Both of these shoot- from -the -hip theories fall to 
take into consideration the growing breach between 
the White House and capltol hill, and President 
Truman's desperate appeal to Mr. Rayburn and other

I 
wilt therefore now 
prove the exist- 
ence of a new 
deal cabal whlcn 
revolved, or spun, 
about Roerich un- 
tU. llnally. Wal- 
lace suddenly 
■napped out of 
his own diEzy 
whirl i n 1035. 
while Roerlch 
waa carrylns a 
mission to China 
and Mongolia for 
the department of agriculture. 

It wlU be necCasary for the reader 
to pay close attention to keep the 
relationships straight. 

Louis L. Horch. at present the 
regional director of the department 
of commerce for the states of New 
York and New Jersey, with offices 
In New York, waa a disciple of Roer- 
lch. He has stated that thla oi^anl 
mtlon. of which Wallace wsus ccT' 
taUily a familiar II not formally a 
member, wu a cult and that the 
faithful regarded Roerlch as God 
abnlghly. 

Ho compared Roerlch to Father 
Devlne, the Negro cultlst, whose fol' 
lowers believe that he la Ood. The 
Idiotic guru letters which '■tiu-ned 
up In the 1910 presidential campaign 
as material Intended to discredit 
Wallace, express reverence for Roer- 
lch and Indicate that the writer had 
consecrated himself to a holocaust 
by means of which the. as It were, 
dross would be burned off mankind 
and a line surviving race would be 
produced. 

The Russians called their massj- 
cres a liquidation.

Wallace appointed Horch, 
the chief dUclpIe of the old cult, to 
the position of senior marketing 
tpeclalist of the department of agri- 
culture, with offices hi New York. 
Horch had spent more Uian $1,000- 
000 as angel or sucker for Boerich's 
cultural and spiritual promotions 
and. In that experience, he had 
idopted a spiritual pieudonym. 
'Logvan." 

Wallace knew him as a fellow 
traveler In Roerlch 's queer circle 
during the years of their Joint In- 
terest. Horch continued lo work for 
the department of aEriculture until 
1943. by which lime Wallace 
vice president. 

In February. 1913. shortly after 
Pearl Harbor. Wallace's splrltiial 
comrade was transferred to the 
board of economic warfare as ossls- 
Unt chief in the New York bureau. 

Horch was steadily promoted and 
reached the status of chief of the 
requirements and supply dlvlaion In 
the New York office of the foreign 
economic administration In 1944. 



On March a. IH5. Wallace became 
■ecretary of commerce. Rooserelt. 
who appointed blm. by thla time 
knew all aboul the Idlotlo guru 
letters, about Wallace's auocUUtvi 
with Roerlch and about Henry'a In- 
terest In esoterlo or mysterious re- 
ligions and the old, discredited pseu- 
do-science of utrology. 

NeverthelesB. Roosevelt fired Jesie

Prague akcady is 
having trouble with a Slovak Bcpar- 
atlst movement. Just the type of 
thing which might give the commu- 
nists an excuse lor "moving In." 
Should the cabinet itself show signs 
ol shifting its economic ties from 
east to west, the Russians might 
move, swiftly and ruthlessly. 

But that Is aside from the fact 
that by standing between Europe 
and economic recovery. Moscow 
probably ha» cut communist stock 
throughout the continent to Its low- 
est point since V-E day.
